I have, under 
the arviſuns in the third Book, pointed out thoſe which 
are ſumilar in the two former. And I have like- 
wiſe here and there in the firſt and ſecond, made 
reference to hymns of a like import in the third. 

This publication, which, with my humble prayer 
to the Lord for his bleſſing upon it, I offer to the 
ſervice and acceptance of all who love the LorD 
Jesus CHRIST in ſincerity, of every name and in 
every place, into whoſe hands it may come. I more 
particularly dedicate to my dear friends in the paryfh
